Borrowing Instead of Working. 


[From the San Francisco Post, July 28.] 


We spoke the other day in com- 


mendation of a society which hnc 
been formed lor the purpose of lonn- 
ing money to poor students of the 
University. We still commend the 
motives of the men who have joined 
this society, and who are doubtless 
only actuated by the best desires 
but -lince we have lenrned that the 
nystem of students' labor at the I'm 
versity has been abolished, and thai 
this loan system is designed to take its 
place, we are far from approving it. 
It is better for every one tliat he 
should earn, than that he should bor- 
row; but when character and habits 
are forming, as is the case with the 
University-students, no more import- 
ant lesson can be tuught than that of 
self-dependeiiee. .If our University 
had been made what the people orig- 
inally designed it to be, it would have 
afforded an opportunity for any young 
man to acquire a first-class education 
•while supporting himself by his own 
labor. The only approach to carry- 
ing out this idea was the plan of em- 
ploying the students to work upon 
the grounds and paying them for it 
nt the rate of so much an hour. When 
the actions of the liegents were called 
into question before the Legislature, 
a great deal was made of this manual 
labor system, but now, as we under- 
stand it, manual Ir.bor is abolished, 
and it is proposed so substitute for it 
a system of loans to needy students 
from a society composed of rich men. 
Thus the lesson of the dignity of la- 
bor is entirely lost, and for the lesson 
of self-reliance is substituted a lesson 
of dependence upon the 
rich. 
But 


this is not all. The loans of this so- 
ciety will, of course, be manipulated 
byTresident Gilman, and it will give 
him the opportunity of getting a large 
number of students under his thumb, 
and still further strengthen his power 
to handle the boys for his own private 
purposes, his disposition to do which 
was shown in the Swinton business, 
and in numerous other matters.

[onilay evening acquiesced in the 
.commendations of tho Board, and 
le City Engineer will doubtless act 
jcordingly. The communication of 
le President is well worthy of peru- 
il, in view of the destruction of 
fe and property by the bursting of 
efective reservoirs, as well as pro- 
erty 
and 
inconvenience engen- 


ered. 
When we recur to the starting out 
f this city, the municipal statesnmn- 
hip displayed is enough to make a 
ireaeher swear. There is a bill pencl- 
og in the Council for over $1,000 
gainst the city for a couple of 
nonths' water supply, and one of 
&1.900 for one month's gas. Had 
,here been'any sense or foresight, 
Shis regular water bill would have 
aaen forestalled. The Company ob- 
taining such valuable franchises us 
Siat of the Contra Costa, should have 
been compelled to furnish the city 
free water; and there should have 
been a much cheaper arrangement on 
the score of gas. 


For a city of the size aud age of 


Oakland, there is a large and rapidly 
increasing debt of alarming propor- 
tions already on the tapis. Forty 
thousand dollars of interest to pay 
annually, is an incubus of itself, and 
we are to blame perhaps for publish- 
ing the fact to the world. But it is a 
digression to take up the question, of 
the debt under the above heading. 


Should it be found desirable to 


purchase the Chabot water works, 
it is doubtful whether money for the 
purpose could be raised on the loose- 
ly drawn bill with respect to interest, 
creating the Board of Public Works. 
It is perhaps all the Board can safely 
do before the meeting of the next 
Legislature, to watch the construc- 
tion of the San Leandro dam—or lie 
low and watch for ducks. 


HIS LAST DITCH « 


An item elsewhere chronicles a sad 


mishap to our contractor on the 
sewer question—Dennis Jordan. He 
fell in a trench for a sewer in Valen- 
cia street, broke his arm and other- 
wise damaged his bodily structure. 
All of which is to be regretted. 


The time for commencing work on 


the Oakland sewer according to the 
contract, is one month from the 29th 
of June last, and we believe the time 
for finishing it extends to the first of 
April next. We have heard that Mr.

The destruction of 
dam or an artificial lake, as this
